In the sprint 
of 1783 Kentucky was erected into t 
district and a "Conn of Criminal at 
well as Civil Jurisdiction, coextensive 
with the district was erected." savi 
Collins, the historian. The first couri 
was held at Harrodsburg the si 
year. 

First Convention In Danvills. 

The first convention looking to the 
admission of the district 
the Cnlon as a State was helc 
at Uanvllle, December. 1784, am 
was comiiosed of delegates fron 
each militia company in the district 
No definite results were secured, at 
the Virginia legislature prescritnc 
such restrictions as .were not accept 
able to the leaders of the district. 

Much political excitement followed 
snd It wag only after seven conven 
tlons were held that lhe eighth convo 
cation secured such concessions fron 
the mother state as were acceptable 
snd called the ninth convention tc 
meet in Danville In April. IT8t, to font 
a State Constitution. Congress haviio 
on February i, 17MI. passed an act ad 
mining Kentnckv into the Cnion.
